How Negro Center 
of Population is 
Moving Northward 


(Br the Associated Press! 
WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 
24.— 'The 
center of negro population in the 
United States has been determined 
by the Census Bureau as 1.8 miles 
northeast of Rising Fawn, in Dade 
co« nty, Georgia. For the first time 
in history this center has moved to 
tho northeast, its former 
move­ 
ments having been in a southwest­ 
erly direction. 
“ T'’e iPOYement of the center of 
negro population is 
an 
accurate 
iudex of the direction o f4 negro mi­ 
gration," says the bureau. "In 1790 
it was located 25 miles west-south­ 
west of petersburg, Va. In 1880 it 
was located 10.4 miles east of Laf­ 
ayette, Georgia. From 1880 to 1890 
the southwesterly 
movement 
was 
continued and it 
advanced 
20.1 
miles to a point 10.5 miles south­ 
west of 
Lafayette, and about 
* 
mites east of the Alabama line. In 
IOO J ears it had moved southwest 
4 CS miles, an average of 46 miles 
each cif cade. From 1890 to 1900 
its movement was greatly retarded, 
and it advanced only. 9.1 miles, 
across the Alabama-Georgia 
state 
line lo 10.7 
miles northeast of 
Foil 
I ayne, 
Alabama 
about

miles west of the Georga line. In 
19)0 it was located 
5.4 
miles 
north-north east of Fort Payne, its 
movement for the decade being 6 
miles west-southwest. Its movement 
south was evidently greatly retard­ 
ed by the migration of negroes

In 
1920 it moved back across the state 
line into Georgia and was located 
1.3 miles north-northeast of Ris­ 
ing Fawn, Dade county, Georgia, 
having tinned 21.6 miles.
